In a secret, late-night soiree 
at the K-State Alumni Center last 
night, University President Kirk 
Schulz announced his 3-part plan to 
build a pond in the middle of Ander- 
son Hall Lawn.

Though the Schulz administra- 
tion claims the idea derived from a 
late-night epiphany, there are those 
who suspect they stole it from 2014 
SGA presidential and vice-presiden- 
tial candidates, Jarrett Romine and 
AJ Davis. 

"It's completely obvious that he 
stole the pond project idea from the 
Romine and Davis campaign," Noah 
Clue, junior in criminal justice, said. 
"Schulz should stop acting like it 
was his idea because it was definite- 
ly theirs first. They deserve the cred- 
it for sure." 

No one in the president's office 
would confirm or deny the validity 
of these accusations, and neither Ro- 
mine or Davis could be reached for 
comment.

As far as basketball goes, 
alcohol will be able to be pur- 
chased at both men and women's 
basketball games. The policy 
for basketball will be similar to 
football. Once fans enter Bram- 
lage Coliseum, they are free to 



purchase alcohol until the final 
buzzer. Like in football, all al- 
cohol will be half-off during any 
overtime play. 

A 12 ounce cup is set to run 
a fan around eight dollars while 
the 16 ounce can will cost ten 
dollars. The Schulz administra- 
tion did not give out any inside 
information about potential spe- 
cials that will go on but hinted 
that there might be a possibility 
of a "dollar night" during basket- 
ball season. 

It is rumored that the for- 
mer K-State football coach Ron 
Prince likes the idea. 

"I always thought they 
should go in that direction," 
Prince was rumored to have said. 
"You've got to get the fans out 
of the parking lots and get them 
inside the stadium. If there is 
alcohol inside the stadium, fans 
won't clear out to the parking 
lot during half time. I applaud the 
administration for making the 
move." 



Plot to wire SGA funding to Swiss 
bank account foiled at last minute

In observance of April Fool's 
Day, tlie following article is com- 
pletely untrue. Tlie events, quotes 
and situations described in this 
article are completely fictitious 
and presented for entertainment 
purposes only. Any resemblance 
to real events or persons is entire- 
ly coincidental. 

In a secret meeting called 
by Speaker of the Student Senate 
Kyle Nuss, senior in architectural 
engineering, senators voted over- 
whelmingly to transfer $100,000 
from the Student Governing As- 
sociation's reserve account to a 
Swiss bank account. According 
to Senate sources who agreed to 
speak with The Collegian on the 
condition of anonymity, Nuss 
wrote the bill and gathered sup- 
port by bribing senators. 

Sources confirmed the meet- 
ing was held in the early morning 
hours Monday in the bleachers of 
old stadium, where Nuss gathered 
32 senators, enough to reach quo- 
rum and hold a vote. Those sen- 



ators were each promised a pay- 
ment of $1 ,000, to be transferred 
into their bank accounts late this 
summer, "when the heat is off." 
During the meeting, several of 
the assembled senators reportedly 
got cold feet, and a lengthy debate 
ensued. 

The bill takes approximately 
one-third of the remaining funds 
in the reserve account, which is 
typically only used when funding 
requests exceed budget alloca- 
tions or in cases of emergency. 
The transfer is described in the 
legislation as funding for invest- 
ments for SGA, but the account 
in Banque Cantonale de Geneve 
in Switzerland was under Nuss' 
name. 

What Nuss planned to do 
with the money is unclear. How- 
ever, sources say that the speak- 
er, who is known for being fond 
of poker, had spoken in the past 
about a desire to spend a week as 
a high-stakes gambler in Monaco. 
Several senators speculated that 
he'd do just that, before returning 
to Kansas in July to begin the job 
he recently accepted at an engi- 
neering firm. 

Student body president Eli 
Schooley, senior in political sci- 



ence, got wind of the scheme 
just after it passed, and with the 
assistance of several high ranking 
members of his cabinet was able 
to intervene and put a stop to the 
bill before it was filed. According 
to Schooley, his signature, which 
is required before a bill takes ef- 
fect, was forged on the document. 

"I'm extremely disappointed 
with the actions taken by Speaker 
Nuss and the senators who voted 
with him on this bill," Schooley 
said. "By no means will I allow 
student dollars to be used in this 
fashion, and all parties involved 
will be disciplined accordingly." 

Many of the senators in- 
volved in the plot, including 
Nuss, are just days away from 
ending their careers in student 
government. The final meeting of 
this term is slated to take place on 
Thursday. 

Nuss, who finished second 
place behind Schooley in last 
year's presidential race, could 
not be reached for comment, as 
he appears to have fled Manhat- 
tan. Schooley said he's appointed 
a task force to track down the 
rogue speaker to bring him be- 
fore a Senate tribunal as soon as 
possible. 
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'Spotlight K- State' shines on 
innovative teachers

The best and brightest K-State 
professors shared their insights 
Monday evening in Forum Hall 
in the K-State Student Union 
as part of the second annual Spotlight 
K-State. 

The event was presented by the 
Teaching & Learning Center and the 
Office of the President. The 10 present- 
ers, all K-State professors, each spoke 
for six minutes on a topic in teaching 
and learning. 

"Experience is really the best 
teacher," said Gayle Doll, associate 
professor, dean of human ecology, and 
director of K-State Center on Aging. 
Doll was one of the presenters. 

The presenting professors were 
chosen by Mike Wesch, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology, anthropology, and 
social work; Chad Jackson, interim di- 
rector and instructor for the Center for 
the Advancement of Entrepreneurship; 
and Jana Fallin, professor and director 
of the Teaching & Learning Center. 

"I don't think teachers ever get 
enough thanks for what they do and 
this is our effort to recognize and con- 
gratulate and thank these fine teach- 
ers," Fallin said. 

The event started with a short vid- 
eo message from K-State head football 
coach Bill Snyder, thanking the profes- 
sors for their hard work and passionate 
teaching, which, he said, creates the 
scholars who leave Kansas State. 

Some professors played live mu- 
sic during their presentations. Several 
books highlighting innovative teaching 
techniques were showcased during the 
presentations. The audience members 
had the opportunity to enjoy wine, beer 
and hors d'oeuvres, and to speak with 
the presenters during intermission. 

Their chosen style, which echoes 
the popular TED Talks format, was de- 
liberate, Wesch said. 

"In order to get a few more peo- 
ple a chance to present, we decided to 
go with the six-minute presentation," 
Wesch said. "Typically, a ten-minute 
presentation can be done in some form 
in six. The nice thing about it being 
done in six is anybody who wants to 
follow up with that person and hear 
more about it has the chance during the 
wine and hors d'oeuvres."

a student body engaged during class 
was one of the topics discussed. 

"I was engaged because they were 
engaged," Donald Saucier, associate 
professor in psychological sciences 
and presenter, said.

Manhattan woman 
dies after fall from 
Arizona balcony 

An Arizona State Uni- 
versity student died after 
falling from a 10th floor 
balcony early Sunday morn- 
ing. Investigators are calling 
this an unfortunate accident 
attributed to underage drink- 
ing. 

Naomi McClendon, an 
1 8-year-old woman origi- 
nally from Manhattan, left a 
party and visited friends in 
a high-rise apartment build- 
ing off-campus. Cameras 
showed McClendon to be 
unsteady and presumably in- 
toxicated as she entered the 
building. According to the 
Arizona Republic, she went 
out on to the balcony and 
fell after trying to straddle 
the railing at approximately 
2:45 a.m. The accident was 
captured on surveillance 
cameras and eliminated any 
possibility of foul play being 
involved. Authorities have 
launched an investigation to 
locate the person or persons 
who furnished the underage 
student with alcohol. 

ASU released a state- 
ment on Monday expressing 
condolences to McClendon's 
family. 

Mars, Inc. opens new 
candy plant near 
Topeka 

Mars, Inc. has opened a 
new $270 million manufac- 
turing facility near Topeka 
to accommodate the pub- 
lic's growing demand for 
M&Ms, Snickers and other 
candy products. The plant 
will have the capability to 
make 14 million bite-sized 
Snickers bars or 6 million 
fun-sized bars, plus 39 mil- 
lion M&M's every day. The 
company looked at 80 sites 
in 17 states before selecting 
Topeka. 

The candy company 
has contributed $200,000 to 
downtown redevelopment 
projects in the state capital, 
according to the Associat- 
ed Press. The plant, which 
provides 200 new jobs to the 
area, is the first one Mars, 
Inc. has opened in North 
America in 35 years. Cus- 
tomers can buy Topeka-made 
products at the M&M World 
at 713 S. Kansas Ave until 
April 1 3 . Proceeds will go to 
the downtown project. 



Author of book on

Suzi Parron, co-author 
of "Barn Quilts and the 
American Quilt Trail Move- 
ment," will be in Manhattan 
to do a signing of her book 
on Saturday.

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Transgender community needs more visibility, rights

Throughout the movement 
and history of the LGBT commu- 
nity, it has really been the lesbian 
and gay movement. Bisexuals are 
pigeon-holed into the first two 
aforementioned categories, and the 
transgender/transsexual community 
are completely forgotten about or 
thrown under the rug. 

International Transgender Day 
of Visibility was March 3 1 , and 
although this article is a day late, the 
message needs to get out there. The 
transgender community should be 
more visible with those fighting for 
the rights and privileges of different 
sexualities and gender identities. 

What most people don't know is 
how under-protected and underrepre- 
sented the transgender community is 
in the mainstream society. On Sept. 
20, 2011, the repeal of the "don't ask, 
don't tell" policy of the U.S. armed 
forces was officially enacted. The 
17-year-old policy "banned openly 
gay men, lesbians and bisexuals from 
military service," according to a July 
22, 2011 New York Times article. 
Please note that transgender men 
and women were not protected in the 
repeal of that policy. 

In turn, that means all trans- 
gender people in the military are not 
protected, could lose their military 
careers if investigated and are not 
given the same rights as their cisgen- 
der peers. 

Those who serve and protect 
the U.S. are not able to live how they 
truly want to live as out transgender 
men and women. Instead, they have 
to hide and be afraid of slipping up, 
in fear of loosing their career. 

Additionally, there is no global 



universal law for people to be able to 
change their gender without having 
to undergo surgery first, according 
to Gender Proud, a campaign to 
enhance the rights of transgender 
individuals. 

Geena Rocero, the founder 
of Gender Proud, became the first 
transgender person to ever come out 
on aTedTalk. She discussed how 
most of the Western world has very 
rigid concepts of gender that exist 
alongside legal systems that afford 
transgender individuals very limited 



rights. Although she grew up in the 
Philippines, where gender identity is 
much more fluid, it is still not politi- 
cally recognized there. 

As transgender men and women 
continue to live out and free, there 
needs to be a societal shift. One 
looming issue is the violence against 
transgender individuals, whether it 
be male to female or female to male 
transgender people. 

According to study by the Or- 
ganization of American States from 
Aug. 15 , 20 1 3 , transgender people 
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are often victims of violent crimes, 
including murders. In July 2013, 39 
people who identified as lesbian, gay 
and transgender were murdered in 
North and South America. 

Murder is not the only type of 
violence against the transgender 
community. According to Trans Stu- 
dent Equality Resources from March 
2014, 80 percent of trans students 
felt unsafe at school because of their 
gender expression. Almost 60 percent 
of gender nonconforming students 
experienced verbal harassment in 



the past year because of their gender 
expression, compared to 29 percent 
of their peers. Forty-nine percent of 
trans people reported physical abuse 
and 41 percent of trans people have 
attempted suicide. 

These statistics should be alarm- 
ing to anyone. But, therein lies the 
problem. Many people have no idea 
these statistics are this high because 
the transgender community is so un- 
derrepresented in mainstream media. 
Though these issues are just the tip of 
the iceberg for this community, they 
are still prevalent. 

One way the transgender 
community, especially in Kansas, has 
gained momentum and visibility is 
through The Face of Trans' "I Am" 
Project. This project shows how trans 
people are ordinary people living 
extraordinary lives. 

Recently, Adam O'Brien, senior 
in fine arts, was photographed and 
put on a billboard on K-177 just 
outside Manhattan. The billboard, 
sponsored by the Flint Hills Human 
Rights Project, is part of the "I Am" 
Project movement. 

It is through small acts of 
continuous visibility that the 
transgender community continues 
to gain momentum and equality. 
Through education and continued 
support from others around them, this 
community will be able to get the 
full rights that the lesbian, gay and 
bisexual communities have already 
been granted in some ways. 

The transgender community 
needs to continue to be visible in the 
mainstream and to be understood by 
the majority. It will take time for peo- 
ple to understand this community, but 
with time comes eventual equality 
and acceptance of all people.

Obamacare advertisements hard to take seriously, waste of tax payer money 




Since the Affordable Care 
Act was signed into law just 
over four years ago, President 
Obama's signature achieve- 
ment has been surrounded by 
controversy. The sweeping 
legislation, commonly referred 
to as Obamacare, is a massive 
overhaul of the United States' 
healthcare system the likes of 
which we haven't seen since 
Medicare and Medicaid passed 
in 1965. 

The bill has been sur- 
rounded by controversy, legal 
battles, technical difficulties and 
deadline extensions- in fact, the 
Washington Post reported last 
week that the Obama admin- 
istration would give extra time 
to Americans who didn't enroll 
through the federal insurance 
marketplace by the original 
March 31 deadline. 

I could argue about 
countless aspects of the law 
itself or the poor job the federal 
government has done imple- 
menting it, but at this point, it 
would be beating a horse that has 



long since been dead. Instead, I 
want to talk about something that 
hasn't received nearly as much 
attention: the expensive, yet 
atrocious, promotional campaign 
designed to convince people to 
enroll in Obamacare. Despite 
costing taxpayers hundreds 
of millions of dollars, the ads 
looked downright amateurish, 
and weren't very effective, as the 
administration barely reached 
their "revised" goal of six mil- 
lion enrollments. 

If you've watched TV, 
listened to the radio or gone 
online anytime over the past 
few years, chances are pretty 
great that you've seen your 
share of Obamacare plugs. One 
such ad that aired during this 
year's NCAA Tournament, 
which millions of people watch, 
starred former NBA All-Star 
Alonzo Mourning. In it, the 
6-foot- 10-inch center shows up 
to a pickup basketball game in 
a park, "wondering if [he] could 
get next." As the players gather 
around him in awe, he proceeds 
to turn the conversation from 
hoops to healthcare, saying that 
the "invincible" mentality that 
the athletes have is foolish, and 
advising them to go to health- 
care .gov to "get covered." As 
an avid college basketball fan, I 
had to sit through the ad several 
dozen times while watching the 
tournament. It was painful to 
watch. The dialogue was awk- 
ward and forced, and the acting 
was just as bad. 

Another, equally ridiculous 



ad on Healthcare .gov's YouTube 
channel is titled "Bubble Wrap 
vs. Health Insurance." Appar- 
ently, as the ad states, "You 
don't need health insurance if 
you have an endless supply of 
bubble wrap." My dad works in 
food distribution, which gives 
him access to more bubble wrap 
than you can imagine, and we 
still have health insurance, but 
I digress. In the commercial, a 
young woman wraps a man in an 
entire roll of the plastic packing 
material. He then hops around 
for a second or two before falling 
to the ground. It's pretty much 
impossible to take seriously. 

My personal favorite part 
of the campaign was the series 
of posters meant to appeal to 
college students and other young 
adults. One features Susie and 
Nate, who are described as "Hot 



to Trot." Susie is leaning up 
against a smug-looking Nate, 
holding a box of birth control 
pills and shooting a thumbs up 
sign. "OMG, he's hot! ," the 
caption reads. "Let's hope he's as 
easy to get as this birth control." 
Seriously. You can't make this 
stuff up. 

Another poster stars Rob, 
Zach and Sam, "bros for life." 
Rob and Sam are lifting Zach 
up for a keg stand, and holding 
red Solo cups in their free hands. 
According to the ad, as crazy as 
keg stands may be, they're not 
as crazy as not being uninsured. 
We youngsters shouldn't have 
to "tap into our beer money" for 
health coverage, it posits. 

If you need a good laugh, 
I'd highly suggest a quick Goo- 
gle Image search for the "Got 
Insurance" campaign. There are 



dozens of posters like the two 
I mentioned above, each more 
absurd than the last. 

The worst part about all 
the low-quality propaganda is 
its cost to taxpayers. An article 
on The Blaze from July 2013 
said that data compiled from the 
Associated Press and federal 
and state sources pegged the 
tab for marketing the Afford- 
able Care Act as at least $684 
million. What's more, according 
to Townhall.com, in December 
2013, Obama's Press Secretary 
Jay Carney said the administra- 
tion didn't need to advertise or 
campaign for the law. 

Clearly, throwing a bunch 
of money at a campaign doesn't 
guarantee quality. It blows my 
mind that the federal government 
spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars promoting the president's 



pet project, and that's what they 
came up with. I can name dozens 
of college students off the top 
of my head that could have pro- 
moted the Act more effectively, 
especially with a budget that 
size. Regardless of where you 
stand on the issue of federally 
mandated healthcare, I think we 
can all agree that this marketing 
campaign was a flop and a colos- 
sal waste of money.

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Wildcats to play Mavericks tonight

Fresh off a couple of week- 
end wins against Creighton, the 
K-State baseball team (17-10, 1-2 
Big 12) will play the University 
of Nebraska-Omaha (12-9) to- 
night in Werner Park, home of the 
Kansas City Royals' AAA ball 
club. 

After dropping two straight 
games to start Big 12 play, the 
Wildcats are beginning to regain 
their stride. K-State has now won 
four of their last five games . A big 
reason for the strong stretch has 
been because of the play of one 
of their seniors. 

It would be hard for senior 
center fielder Ross Kivett to have 
better momentum heading into 
the game. He was named the Big 
12 Player of the Week on Tues- 
day for his stellar play last week. 
Last Tuesday, he hit for the cycle, 
becoming the third Wildcat ever 
and first in 17 years to accom- 
plish the feat. He followed up his 
slice of history with three straight 



two-hit games over the weekend 
against Creighton. 

His numbers in the four 
games were nothing short of 
spectacular: a .588 batting av- 
erage, .600 on-base percentage, 
1.059 slugging percentage, seven 
RBI, seven runs scored, 18 total 
bases and three doubles, all of 
which were tops among Big 12 
players for the week. 

Kivett is now hitting at a 
.376 clip on the season, which 
is second on the team behind 
senior third baseman RJ. Santi- 
gate, who sits at .380. The team is 
hitting .305 all together, with six 
players over the .300 mark. 

K-State will start Colton 
Kalmus against the Mavericks af- 
ter delivering a solid performance 
against Nebraska last Wednes- 
day. Against the Cornhuskers, 
the freshman righty tossed five 
innings with two runs allowed - 
one earned - off seven hits with 
three strikeouts and a walk. The 
Rowlett, Texas native is 2-1 with 
a 4.80 ERA this season with 10 
strikeouts in 15 innings pitched

Death from the Skies: 

Astrophysical Threats to Life on Earth 

People have gotten used to the idea that an impact wiped out the dinosaurs some 65 million years 
ago. However, there were about 20 mass extinctions of various levels of severity in the BOO million 
years that we have a decent fossil record. You are about as likely to die in a mass extinction event 
as in an airplane crash. We only have fragmentary knowledge of the causes of a few of them. Many 
are connected to a cyclical pattern— with only a few clues as to why. Some may be related to 
impacts by asteroids, (or by comets, the threat that is ignored). Yet others may have come from 
radiation events. There is emerging evidence that the Sun may have strong flares fairly often: If not 
strong enough to cause a mass extinction, then strong enough to bring our technological society to 
its knees. Radiation events are also important. Gamma-ray bursts from the collapse of stars into 
black holes can nail the Earth from thousands of light-years away. We have circumstantial evidence 
that one mass extinction may be connected with one of these. There is evidence in the form of 
radioisotopes that a supernova went off about 2.5 million years ago close enough to leave deposits 
on the Earth, and therefore close enough to affect our atmosphere and climate. Such events offer a 
new way to understand our geological past. Most of these things are completely unpredictable and 
constitute a threat at some level. Recent evidence has increased the estimated rate of some types 
of events. I will discuss our research into all these issues.
